|READY TO START FOR ARCTIC 


Parts of Alrcraft Belng Crated and 
Taken on the Chantier for 
Monday’s Sailing. 


Members of the Byrd Arctic expedi- 
tion began yesterday at Mineola to 
dismantle. the three-engine Fokker 
monoplane which Lieut. Commander 
Richard HB. Byrd, R. EB. T., intends to 
use in’ May on flights to the Pole and 
over the unexplored area in the Arc- 
tic region. 

The different parts will be crated 
and stowed on board the steamer 
Chantier, on which Lieut. Commander 
Byrd and his forty-three volunteer as- 
sociates will start on Monday for the 
Arctic. The Wright air-cooled motors 
will be removed in their cases from 
the wings of the e and trans- 
ported separately. e wings, ‘with 
their spread of 62 feet 8% inches, form 
one solid piece which will be moved 
by itself. The fuselage will also be 
Temoved separately. 

The Fokker was tested in thé air for 
ten hours. Usually. such defects as 
may exist are developed in a few hours 
in the air, but nothing seriously wrong 
was found with the plane. It was 
—* up in a tew The 
processes of disassembling it here and 
putting it together in the Arctic are 
simple and do not involve the loss of 
the excellent conditioning which re- 
sults from the prolonged test and cor- 
rection of minor defects. 


To Avoid MacMillan’s Bad Luck. 


The parts of the plane will all be 
stowed away below decks in the Chan- 
tier. On the MacMillan expedition the 
planes were carried lashed to the 
decks. Rough seas carried off a wing 
of one plane and caused,other damage 
which retarded the work of the ex- 

edition. The factor of safety on the 

expedition is considerably in- 
creased by housing the plane out of 
harm’s way on the trip from New 
York to Norway and then to King’s 
Bay, Spitzbergen. 

A number of small silk American 
flags will be carried by the expedition. 
Byrd plans to cross parts of the unex- 
plored Arctic on several legs of his 
flight. If he finds new land he will 
claim it in the name of the United 
States.

PARIS, March 31.—The funeral of 
Maurice Ridard, the young student

’ British Forces Leaving Country. 
The British gendarmerie has left 
the country and the few remaining 
British troops stationed at Ludd will 
leave for Egypt in the next few days. 
They, too, will be replaced by the 
local - gendarmerie, whose upkeep 
throughout the country will be paid 
for by the Palestinian instead of Brit- 
ish taxpayers as heretofore.

WINS RIGHT TO WORD KLAN? 


Georgla Organization Gets Injunc- 
tlon Against Indiana Body. 


Special to The New York Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 31.— 
The Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
founded at Atlanta, Ga., in 1916, is 
entitled to the exclusive use of the 
name ‘‘Klan,” as against the Indepen- 
dent Klan of America, with headquar- 
ters at Muncie, Ind., under terms of a 
decree issued today by Judge Thomas 
W. Slick of the United States District 
Court. 

Judge Slick granted a decree enjoin- 
ing the Muncie organization from op- 
erating under any name containing the 
word “Klan.”” The Judge did not grant 
any further relief to the plaintiff, al- 
though the complaint asked for $500,000 
damages as well as the injunction. 

The injunction prohibits the indepen- 
dent body from using the names, ‘‘the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan,” “the 
Invisible Empire, ‘‘Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan,” “the K-1 Klux Klan” or 
the ‘“‘Klan,”’ and it is further enjoined 
permanently from — in any 
manner under ony said names or 
ay similar nam 

The Court he held that the defendant 
is compelled to change its name now 
and any loss to the independent body 
arises ‘‘out of its own folly in delib- 
erately choosing a name so similar to 
the plaintiff's that in all reason it must 
have known it was doing wrong.” 

The plaintiff organization in 1922 was 
operating in forty-eight different 
States, the Canal Zone and the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska and the organization 
is generally known through the’ United 
States as “the Klan.’’ The Court held 
at the time of the trial the plaintiff 
had enrolled 200,000 male persons in 
the State of Indiana and approximate- 
ly 5,000,000 in the United States.

‘His explanation, how- 
ever, did not satisfy the drys, some 
of whom see in a decision permitting 
any palatable liquid containing as 
much as 3.75 per cent. of alcohol, a 
develop@ent that may encourage the 
wets to beliéve there has been a change 
of front 6n the part of the Administra- 
tion, smacking of a trend toward modi- 
fication of the laws and will aid them 
in making-effective modification propa- 
ganda. 


Andrews Holds His Ground. 


Despite this unhappy reaction among 
the “‘drys,” General Andrews refused 
today to give ground and contended 
instead that the decision was ‘‘reason- 
able” and in the public interest. 

“This policy,” said General Andrews, 
“was adopted after thorough consid- 
eration of the question and amounts

‘French Ambassador Says They |an

Wield Great Power for 
Peace of the World. 


URGES SIFTING OF TRUTH 


He Tells Correspondents of Duty to 
Discredit Faise and Exag- 
gerated News. 


Henry Berenger, the French Ambas- 
sador, addressing the Association of 
Foreign Press Correspondents at their 
eighth annual dinner last night at the 
~ Hotel McAlpin, defined the place in the 

world today ef the foreign press corre- 
- spondent as exceptional, and his’ power 
as unparalleled. bare 
. “News from you can make fortures, 
and empires rise or fall,"’ said the Ani- 
bassador, ‘‘but different news from 
-you, may encourage men and resusci- 
tate nations. Therefore, one may ask 
what would become of the world if. 
'. Knowing the full extent of your powers, 
you did not also know the full extent 
of your responsibilities? Thank God, 
you are animated by the spirit of peace 
which today moves on the surface of 
the world and inspires chancellories. 

Aid in World Solidarity. 


“You are the most reliable collabora- 
tors of this great and sincere interna- 
tiona] solidarity, the great champions 
of which are in this country—President 
Calvin Coolidge, and in mine, Aristide 
Briand. You are very careful to dis- 
credit all hews false or exaggerated 
which might, because of its nature, 
‘disturb the tranquility of the world, 
perhaps even that of. Ambassadors.” 

Ambassador Berenger said that he 
had been a journalist before being. a 
Senator, and that he knew of no higher 
vocation in the world than journalism. 

“We work together, journalists and 
Ambassadors,” he continued, “in the 
interests of peace and civilization. Not 
only must we make known truth and 
further justice, but we must be.care- |. 
ful that the knowledge of truth’ and 
justice is not provocative of unfortu-. 
nate misunderstandings and quarrels 
among men. We must do nothing pre- 

ely or inconsiderately. Before 
telegra) news or:even a rumor, 
“we must weigh the effect which our 
dispatch may have upon those who re- 
ceive it. We must remember that pre- 
mature, or exaggerate information, is 
capable of bringing on not only a con- 
flict, but even a war.” 

The Ambassador then spoke of truth 
and justice as great goddesses, but 
most elusive ones, ‘‘as we who have 
worked a long time on the press and 
in politics, know.” 

“Never have these humble truths ap- 
peared more important than today in 
the present relations between America 
and the other continents,’’ he declared. 
“Many occasions of misunderstanding 
or bitterness have arisen or are aris- 
ing. The responsibility of dispelling 
these clouds and sweetening this bit- 
terness is ours as journalists and ‘dip- 
lomats

SHE CHARGES AE ELOPED 


Asserts He Sailed With Ex-Wife of 
Louls Livingston to France, Where 
‘They Have Lived Together. 


Papers in @ suit for divorce brought 
-by Mrs. Adelaide Guidet Buckley Spen- 
cer against Major Elbert Gary Spencer 
on the ground that he eloped to France 
in 1924 with Mrs. Charlotte Black Liv- 
ingston, divorced wife of Louis Living- 
ston, were filed in the Supreme Court 
yesterday. The action involving mem- 
bers of three well-known New York 
families came before Supreme Court 
Justice Erlanger on an application by 
Mrs. Spencer for an order to serve the 
papers. on. her husband by mailing 
them to her husband in France. 

Major Spencer, son of Mrs. F. Spen- 
cer-Hornaday, was a member of the 
New York Stock Exchange until the 
Spring of 1924, when he sold his seat, 
not long before he left this country. 
Mr. Livingston was a fellow-member 
of the Stock Exchange. 


She Charges Misconduct. 


The. complaint filed yesterday says 
the Spencers were married on June 3, 
1920, and alleges that Major Spencer 
was guilty of misconduct with Mrs. 
Livingston in New York in May, 1924, 
on the steamship Julius Cesare on 
August of that year and at various 
times since in his apartment at 8 Rue 
du Parc Moncau in Paris and at a 
farmhouse owned by him in Orne, 
Normandy, as well as in other places 
in Italy and in France. 

Mrs, Spencer said in her affidavit 
asking permission to mail the papers 
to her husband on the ground that he 
does not intend to return, that she has 
not seen him since he left the apart- 
ment in which they were residing, in 
Hast Highty-second Street, shortly be- 
fore _ he and Mrs. Livingston went 
abroad, except on one occasion in 
France during last Nevember. 

“It appears that Mrs. Livingston had 
obtained a divorce from her husband 
and I'am informed that Mr. Spencer 
sailed with Mrs. Livingston for Europe. 
on the Julius Cesare, leaving New 
York on Aug. 14, 1924. Sincefthat time 
it appedrs that Mr. Spencer and Mrs. 
Livingston were living together in 
Paris. I had an investigation made 
through my attorneys in Paris and I 
was advised that Mr. Spencer wag liv- 
ing with Mrs. Livingston at 8 Rue du 
Pare Moncau. : 

“From the same source I was ad- 
vised that Mr. Spencer had bought a 
farm at Orne, Normandy, France, 
where he was engaged in the business 
of breeding horses, and that he and 
Mrs. Livingston spent some time at 
the farm. 

Says She Saw Husband in Paris. 

“On Oct. 21, 1925, I sailed for Eu- 
rope on the Aquitania, and while in 
Europe, the attorney, Hjalmar H. 
Boyesen, representing my interests in 
Paris, arranged a conference so that 
I saw and talked with Mr. Spencer 
on Nov. 14, 1925, at Mr. Boyesen’s 
house at 7 Rue Auber.

CLERGYMEN’S SONS. 

The perverse tradition of the de- 
pravity of ministers’ sons is somewhat 
shattered by the careers of such men 
as Tuomas W. Lamont, who was hon- 
ored this week by his brother-sons of 
ministers. Its imputations are wholly 
discredited by the biographical records. 
The tradition no doubt had its origin, 
aside from the popular belief that 
“seldom sons succeed their fathers’ 
praise,’* in the fact that defects in the 
children of ministers, who were ex- 
pected to incarnate and practice all the 
virtues. which their. fathers preached, 
were magnified, either because the 
community measured their conduct by 
other than the normal standards of 
child behavior or made common gos- 
sip of their trespasses to excuse those 
of their own children. But whatever 
the origin, the tradition is unfair to 
ministers’ sons as a group. The organ- 
ization of the Sons of Methodist Min- 
isters must have been prompted by a 
desire to free their title of this cloud 
and especially to relieve their parents 
of the unfair imputation of not having 
brought up their children in the way 
in which thgy should go. 

If these sons but knew it—and per- 
haps they do—they have reason to 
be grateful as a group for their occu- 
pational lineage and their early en- 
vironment. Last year all persons of 
whom sketches were included : in 
“Who's Who in America ’’ for 1922-23 
were asked to name occupation 
of their fathers, a special place being 
provided in the questionnaire for chil- 
dren of clergymen. On the basis of the 
“full returns’’ received, it appears 


clergyman for a father. Besides, a 
considerable number reported that the 
father was a “farmer and preacher’’ 

“‘teacher and preacher,’’ &c. The 
Protestant’ clergymen, including the 
part-time preachers, in the United 
States, according to the census of 1870, 
the time nearest. the birth of these 
sons of ministers reporting in 1922-23, 
was 0.4.per cent. ofall the men. _It 
folléws that in proportion to the popu- 
lation “ clergymen fathered fully twen- 
“ty-eight times the average num- 
“ber of notables’’—as notability is 
reckoned by’ “ Who’s Who.’’ Another 
way of putting it is that the clergy- 
men of 1870 contributed in proportion 
to their numbers about 2,400 times 
as many eminent. persons, according 
to these standards, as did unskilled la- 
borers, thirty-five times as many as 
did farmers, four times as many as 
business men, and over twice as many 
as the average of other professional 
men. 

To what extent this eminence of 
sons of clergymen is due to environ- 
ment and in what degree to Iinheri- 
tance no one .can say. ..The reasonable 
inference is that it is mostly due to 
home cultural environment and to 
the educational opportunities which 
clergymen of that period were more in- 
sistent—and usually sacrificially insis- 
tent—in securing for their children 
than any other social or occupational 
group. But even a half-century ago 
‘the ministry invited to a greater ex- 
tent relatively the more brilliant minds, 
and it is to be assumed that heredity 
has also entered into the advantage 
that men had who were born the sons 
of clergymen in that period, and back 
of it to the first Colonial days, when 
the minister had: usually the most 
respected place in every community. 

The ministers are at a disadvantage 
when their salaries are compared with 
those of other vocations, even teach- 
ers; yet by thrift and sacrifice they 


have managed not only to continue}. 


in their high profession, but also to 
prepare their own children for a more 
eminent service to the world relatively 
than the members of any other pro- 
fession. Whatever may be said for 
ithe celibacy. of. the clergy, there is 
something to be said for a system 
whose ministers. contribute so largely 
to the public good through their sons. 
: —_—_—_—_——— 
MUSSOLIN’S “ECONOMIC STATE.” 
A new phrase emerges in the dis- 
patches from Rome. It is the ‘ Syn-. 
dicalist-Fascist: State,"" toward the 
perfection. of which Musso.ini has 
Just announced a reorganization of the 
Senate on the basis of equal employer 
and labor representation. That he 
should now be cultivating syndicalism 
is one more illustration of how néw in-‘ 
struments can be put. to uses never 
dreamed of by their original inventors.

The parents of syndicalism must be 
rubbing their eyes in an effort to rec- 
ognize their child. 

On the face of things the entrance 
of labor as a Senate constituency 
would mean thé triumph of the eco- 
nomic idea over the older politico- 
parliamentary ideas. Actually, under 
Italian circumstances, it means the 
politicalization of economics. The de- 
vice promotes the control of govern- 
ment by labor far less than the control 
of labor by the Government. The 
membership of the Italian Senate is 
entirely appointive by the King. This 
would explain why in the Fascist pro- 
gram the role of the Senate has been 
steadily enhanced while the powers of 
the elective Chamber of Deputies have 
been steadily cut down. To be sure, 


the Chamber has been safeguarded. 


against vicissitudes by a number of 
increasingly drastic measures. The 
Electoral law prescribes that any party 
obtaining a majority in the country 
shall automatically receive two-thirds 
of the members in the Chamber. Re- 
cent legislation has curtailed the pow- 
ers of debate in the Chamber. Gov- 
ernment bills rejected by that body 
may be resubmitted within a short 
time, and .on the second occasion must 
be voted on virtually without discus- 
sion. Nevertheless, it seems to be the 
thought that in an elective body there 
is always a chance of the untoward 
incident. In an kppointive Senate, 
with an unlimited membership, that 
hazard is reduced to a minimum. 

Such would be the reasoning behind 
the latest reform in the State organism 
of Italy. Otherwise there would seem 
to be no need for introducing the eco- 
nomic grouping into the Upper Cham- 
ber. Laws already exist compelling 
the organization of employers and 
workers into federations and labor 
unions and prescribing that industry 
is to be regulated by negotiations be- 
tween the two. That is, indeed, an 
approach toward syndicalism. But 
Musso.uIni is aware that, despite the 
theoreticians, the citizen in a modern 
State insists on thinking of himself as 
primarily a political and not an eco- 
nomic animal. Membership in a na- 


tion transcends membership in an eco- 


pomic interest when it comgs to the 
final test. The prestige of Parliament 
persists. Muvusso.Ini, notwithstanding 
his outspoken contempt- for parlia- 
mentarism, is obviously availing him- 
self of that tradition, taking care only 
to insure that the operation of the 
parliamentary machinery shall be en- 
tirely in his own hands.

LUITERARY NOTORIETY, 

It is with apparent seriousness that 
The London Standard gives some ad- 
vice to English writers. It is, in effect, 
that they must go to America and 
render themselves notorious here if 
they desire to make money out of their 
books. The plaint is that in England 
few buy books at all, and that“ pepular 
heroes are not manufactured out of 
literary:men. Go West, young Eng- 
lish writer, and all this will be 
changed. In the United States liter- 
ature of the right kind is fairly made 
to hum. Let the British novelist, on 
arriving in New York, deliver himself 
at once to the interviewers and ex- 
press without hesitation his views on 
all questions, from moraly/turpitude to 
the state of things in nia, and 
the beginnings of his fortune will be 
attained. Let him then proceed to 
show himself everywhere in public, to 
give lectures on any and all subjects, 
to flatter the American nation as if it 
were the highest court of political and 
literary appeal, and he may become 
** really wealthy.”’ 

If all this is not solemn fooling, it is 
pretty wide of the fact. The condi- 
tions alluded to may have been partly 
realized in the case of two or three 
English authors with a fine talent for 
self-advertising; but their experience 
cannot be repeated. The bloom is off 
that peach, as many subsequent lit- 
erary arrivals have found out to their 
chagrin. The latest attempt to capi- 
talize notoriety was a notorious fail- 
ure. - The ingenious lady who tried it 
on returned to England confessing that 
she had gone absolutely ‘‘ broke’’ 


self by selling to English newspapers 
an account of the catastrophe which 
befell her in the United States. 

On the whole question’ of the intel- 
lectual and social relations between 
England and America, Mr. Frank 
SwINNERTON has some shrewd and 
sensible remarks in the April Harper’s, 
under the head of ‘English Pots and 
American Kettles.” As if apropos of 
what The London Standard is urging 
on English authors, this English au- 
thor quietly observes: ‘‘I need not 
*‘ say that no Englishman, in reaching 
‘* New York, expects or desires motion 
“ pictures of his arrival to be takeni’’ 
His general appeal is for better under- 
standing of one people by the other, 
and he bases his hope of attaining it 
upon an argument which is both origi- 
nal and persuasive. It is that the two

While there remains hope that this 
** ancient humor’’ may save us in the 
end, all is not lost. On either side of 
the water, inflated and pretentious 
persons, in any walk of life, will be 
put in their right place, all in due 
time. Hands across the sea may be 
less effective in promoting unity than 
humorous smiles across the sea.

In Westchester 
County the question 
now attracting most 
attention is not the 
new charter, but 
whether buses shall be substituted for 
trolley. cars. Several companies are 
offering to take over the task of carry- 
ing the inhabitants about the county 
or even to New York City, but the 
trolley company, which is the same 
that runs the Third Avenue system 
here, is alert to the defense of its 
rights. To those who talk ‘so calmly 
about taking up its tracks, its repre- 
sentatives suavely say that its fran- 
chises are in perpetuity. 

Not only does the company purpose 
to remain where it is, but it will oppose 
the establishment of bus lines using 
the streets it occupies.- The only con- 
cession it offers is to establish feeder 
bus lines where the trolley service is 
inadequate or remote. It emphatically 
denies that buses in place of street 
cars will do anything toward relieving 
congestion of traffic. 

The would-be introducers of bus lines 
do not say much about fares. Prob- 
ably they do not care to remind ‘people 
that many small poWer units, using an

expensive fuel as source of energy, | 


cannot possibly do given work for less 
than two or three times as much as 
one big unit using the cheapest of fuel 
in the very best and most economical 
conditions. , 

Yet the cry for buses continues. Just 
who wants them has not been made 
very clear, but there is room for more 
than suspicion that most of the people 
making the demand have automobiles 
of their own—that they have been 
doing very little trolley traveling in the 
past and will do very little bus travel- 
ing in the future. 


Transportation as 
punishment for 
crime seems out of 
date. Englandaban- 
doned it long ago, 
having reached—with a good deal of 
help from the Australians—the conclu- 
sion that they. had no right to populate 
a country. with bad folk just for the 
sake of. getting rid of them. France 
still clings, in a half-hearted way, to 
the old barbarism, and yesterday's dis- 
patches told of the sailing of a 
steamer from La Rochelle, carrying a 
wretched freight of broken men, bound 
for Cayenne and the Ile du Diable, 
made famous, and infamous, by hav- 
ing for its most distinguished prisoner 
Drerrvs. 

Transportation to French Guiana, 
however, is more a variant of capital 
punishment than a form of coloniza- 
tion. Men sent there are almost the 
same as dead, for most of them soon 
will die after not many months of suf- 
fering from a climate which, for such 
as they, is fatal for all except the 
most hardy or the most fortunate. 

What the trip will be for men caged 
in the hold can be imagined by ahy- 
body who has voyaged in the tropics, 
and especially by those who have read 
about ‘the horrors of what, in slave 
trade days, was called the Middle Pas- 
sage. Not all of these passengers will 
arrive at any destination except the 
sea at various distances from the an- 
nounced port of destination. It is not 
a nice way to end human beings, no 
matter how undesirable they may be.

OUR FOREIGN LOANS. 


Senator Smoot’s Ill-Advised Re- 
marks About Their Payment. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

People in prominent positions should 
be careful in making statements of a 
sweeping nature. Senator Smoot, in 
speaking about the repayment of loans 
to foreign countries, took an attitude 
at the same time ungracious and in- 
judicious. It ill behooves ‘us, who for 
a long time appealed to the foreign 
investor to assist us in our economic 
progress, to cast doubts on the ability 
of debtor nations to pay off their debts 
now that the tables are turned. Be- 
sides, there is a great element of error 
in his emphasis on the difficulties of 
repayment. The debts of some nations 
will, of course, be redeemed more slow- 
ly than those of others. Practically all 
have sinking funds which redeem them 
within a given period. These sinking 
funds are in actual operation. If, there- 
fore, we do increase our loans to our 
foreign borrowers, or even if we re- 
fund the amounts of their obligations 
as they fall due, we do so of our own 
free will. This is exactly what hap- 
pened in the case of England, to which 
country the Senator specifically refers. 
Her loans to other nations increased 
before the war because this suited her 
purpose. 

Apparently it is not generally real- 
ized that some foreign nations had 
begun to anticipate the redemption of 
their American loans some time ago. 
England, Holland, Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark and Switzerland have done 
and are doing so,. either by the direct 
process of redemption or by the indi- 
rect process of repurchasing loans pre- 
viously placed in our market. The 
Swiss Government and the Swiss City 
of Berne have already repaid some 
loans, and just at present the City of 
Zurich, as of April 15, is calling its 8 
per cent. bohds here. The City of Oslo 
(Christiania) has also called a loan as 
of April 1. The Dutch Government loan 
could not be called so far under the 
terms of the loan contract, but'it is 
generally known that very large 
amounts of it have been repurchased 
by Dutch investors, which is a natural 
development now that the 4% per cent. 
Dutch Government loans are selling 
practically at par in the home market. 
The same thing is true of Switzer- 
land, Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
England, which latter country has 
converted the bulk of its 5% per cent. 
loan of 1929 into domestic bonds. These 
nations have even resumed their for- 
mer practice of making loans them- 
selves to other countries. ° 

There are signs of a gradual but con- 
sistent relaxation in the tension of 
mon rates in countries whose cur- 
rencies have been stabilized, and it is 
natural to expect a continuation of 
this tendency. The reason that the 
European nations did not borrow from 
the United States before the war lies 
in the fact that the trade position as 
between them and the United States 
did not warrant such a development, 

Fundamentally, this situation, which

PARKING LEASE IN COURT. 


Injunction Sought on Ground Coney 
Transaction Was Illegal. 

The leasing: of Dreamland Park at 
Coney Island ‘2 Harry D. Shea and 
others to be usedyas a commercial 
parking place for automobiles was at- 
tacked and defended in the Brooklyn 
Supreme Court yesterday in an action 
brought by Mrs. Helen Claire Blank of 
1,877 E@st Twenty-seventh Street, 
Brooklyn, to restrain operation of the 
lease. At the conclusion of the argu- 
ments of the attorneys, Justice 
Leonard B. Faber reserved decision 
and made this comment: 

“The question of whether the city 
is to make money from this lease does 
not enter the case at all, The Court 
is concerned only with one question, 
the legality or illegality of the lease 
and whether the Commissioner has the 
tight to lease public property as an 
automobile parking space.”’ 

William A. Blank, an attorney, and 

husband of the plaintiff, contended 
that the tease was illegal on the 
ground that Commissioner James J. 
Browne of the Departm.nt of Parks 
was without authority to make it. ‘The 
power of the Commissioner, he said, 
was limited to making leases for con- 
cessions in the parks, and could not 
go'to the length of depriving the puh-' 
lic: of the use of a park. 
George H. Ward, an Assistant Cor- 
oration Counsel, who opposed the 
motion for an injunction, submitted an 
affidavit from Commissioner Browne, 
in. which he said the city would de- 
tive a: net profit from the lease in 
three years of $103,500, compared with 
only $20,126 under municipal 'manage- 
ment for the last three years. 


POISON CANDY TRIAL 
OPENS IN JERSEY CITY 


Boarder Is Accused of Plot to Kill

The following right he again. became 
ill after eating some more candy, so 
he took.the. box and what. was left 
of the contents to the Communipaw 
Avenue Police Station. 

He said that Hermann was.a boarder 
in his home during 1924 and-1925, and 
that he often quarreled with him be- 
cause of the boarder’s friendliness 
with his wife. Later, he said, he 
separated from his -wife because of 
her friendship with Hermann. .

The best insight we had of the

Every letter, document and file 
in the association was taken over by 
the Federal Government, . packed into 
an express car and sent to Pittsburgh. 
The move struck consternation: to the 
brewers. They changed their plea to 
one of nolo contendere, tantamount to 
a plea of guilty, so that they could 
get back the accumulation of papers in 
the — car. In settling the case 
they paid about $100,000 in fines. 

There was just one slip in the. busi- 
ness.of getting back the seized records, 
however. The court held that there 
were other cases pending and that the 
evidence might be needed later. on; so

CHARGES MARVIN IS UNFAIR

Blames Chief and Three Others for 
Alleged Breakdown and Offers 
to Resign if Chairman Does. 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (#). 
Tariff law has been ‘‘miserably admin- 
istered’? by the majority of the pres- 
ent Tariff Commission for the ‘‘de- 
liberate purpose’’ of breakingrit down, 
Commissioner Dennis, a ocrat, 
charged today before the Senate Tariff 
Investigating Committee. 

' The breakdown was attributed by Mr. 
Dennis to the bias of Chairman Mar- 


He ac- 
cused the Chairman of being ‘“‘unfair’’ 
and having an obsession on the tariff 
question. 

“The Tariff law and the Tariff Com- 
mission have broken down,” he con- 
tinued. “I believed in the law until 
six months ago but<since then I have 
no faith in the administration of the 
law by the present commission.” 

The flexible provision of the tariff 
law permitting changes in rates by 
Executive order was described by Mr. 
Dennis as without virtue unless the 
fixibility ‘“‘works both ways.” 

‘There have been 125 requests for re- 
lief by increased duty and 100 for de- 
creased duty,’? he said. ‘‘Relief was 
granted in ten cases for increased 
duty. Only one complete case for de- 
creased duty has been accomplished, 
and that was on live bob-white quail. 

Asked by Senator Reed, Republican 
of Pennsylvania, if: ‘‘this spirit of com- 
bativeness’’ marked his attitude on the 
commission, the witness said he had no 
voice on the commission. 

“Theoretically I can speak on the 
commission, but I am like a man sit- 
ting with a sword suspended above his 
head by a hair, with a slight breeze 
stirring,” said Mr. Dennis. 

He added that, as now constituted, 
the commission had no value ani 
offered to resign if Chairman Marvin 
vould do the same.
